Opponents of the $164 mil- 
lion 1-670 project Say they are 
not going to. fuss over its 
designing and construction 
plans until they've had sufi- 
cient discovery, and actual 
construction is about to begin, 
Lou Jacobs, counsel for the 
group told The CALL & POST. 

Jacobs, who is representing 
The Coalition of Concerned 
Citizens Against |-670, said 
whenever proponents of the 
project finalize planning and 
construction, ‘‘We would 
request fora preliminary 
injunction against its im- 
plementation.”

“Not enough homework. Lowered standards. Inept 
teachers and administrators. Too much time for goofing 
off. 

Add those to your own list of why more geniuses are not 
being produced in Columbus Public Schools, and then 
decide if each of these negative factors are changed, will it 
Produce those unfound geniuses? 

No, Virginia, the most that can be expected is more 
learned students. That's great, but what then.do we do with 
tHiese learned students? Orgperhaps a better question is, 
what do these learned students do with us? 

In the not-to-distant 69's, if something didn't work, you 
blamed it on the system. Today if something doesn't work, 
blame it on a move away from the old American ethic of 
hard work and ingenuity. No one seems willing to accept 
the fact that changes occur, continuously, some negative 
and some positive. ; 

‘So while we applaud the reemphasis on learning by edu- 
cators and the public, we are not so sure they've suddenly 
discovered the cure for what ails public education. Thus we 
won't issue a grade of the new tougher requirements being 
implemented in Columbus Public Schools. : 

" Superintendent James G. Hyre and the school board, as 
well as teachers, seem excited and certain they have set off 
on the right course to track down and destroy mediocre 
high school graduates. 

That's great. If the students and their parents feel like- 
wise, maye there'll be many geniuses being graduated after 


all. If not, we can start all over and find other blames for the 
much talked about mediocrity griping public education. 


Mayoral Sprint Quickening 


True to age-old tradition, Columbus mayoral candidates 
stepped up the pace of their campaign as local residents 
celebrated the season's final outdoor holiday. = 

Charles O. Ross, the black write-in candidate chose the 
occasion to release his “Black Paper,” a comprehensive 
study which suggested to Ross that City Hall is not beyond 
his reach. 

The study, however, was punctuated witha String of “Ifs” 
that Ross must erase if he is to realize his ambitious goal. As 
an example Ross can win, “If” he and his troops can register 
30,000 black voters. 

But even if they accomplish this monumental feat, 
another big “If” will be standing between Ross and City 
Hall. This if, warns Ross, that to win, he must not only get 
the 30,000 blacks to the polls, at least 90 percent of them 
must write-Ross’ name in on the ballot. 

There's still: another enormous “if’ Staring Ross in the 
face. If 50 percent of his estimated 123,000 white voters 
turnout, and if he can garner 10 percent of those votes, he 
will waltz all the way to City Hall, he says. 

But inspite of the multiplicity of towering “ifs” Ross must 
hurdle to get to City Hall, he still waxes in a state of exhilar- 
ated optimism. So win or lose, it cannot be truthfully said 
that Ross is a man without enormous courage and 
self-confidence. 

As to the two conventional candidates, Michael J. Dor- 
rian, Democrat, and Dana G. Rinehart, Republican, they 
met eyeball to eyeball in a campaign debate last week. 

With the gender gap issue surfacing here for the first time 
in a municipal election, Dorrian and Rinehart both deli- 
vered their best pitch for the female vote. 

In their head-on collision before the Columbus Business 
and Professional Women’s Club, Dorrian promised to 
bridge the gender gap between men and women by forging 
a partnership among them. 

Rinehart, noting that women fill one-half of the supervi- 
sory positions under his control in the Franklin Treasurer's 
office, questioned Dorrian’s sincerity. 

He also cited a report to the Ohio Civil Rights Commis- 
sion (OCRC) as proof that Dorrian has not put women in 
responsible pogitions. As a matter of fact, he said women in 
professional roles in county government all are crammed in 
the department of welfare, as social workers and the county 
hame, as cooks and nurses. 


A Score For Academics’ Side 


Academics and athletics at the overwhelming number of 
large universities have come to share a relationship that’s 
camparable to whiskey and the Bible. You don't hail the two 
in the same breath and expect to be taken seriously. 

Until last week, Ohio State University fitted right at the 
top-in heralding athletes’ outstanding physical abilities 
while downplaying their academic performance. The deci- 
sion by OSU President Edward H. Jennings to try to put 
athletics and academics on the same level ought to be 
pursued by other big institutions more known for their 
sports programs that centers of studies. 

Jennings said “Because | feel it is essential to retain 
academics as:paramount in the area of athletics,” he has 
decreed that Dr. Russell Spillman, a black, will bein charge 
of improving athletes’ graduation rates, among his other 
functions. Spillman, associate provost for academic affairs, 
will head the academic affairs of the Department of 
Athletics. + 

Athletic Director Hugh Hindman will report to Spillman 
concerning academics, and Hindman will now report to 
Jennings’ special assistant, Larry R. Thompson, on. 
managerial matters such as women’s athletics, implemen- 
tation of federal guidelines for female athletes and broad- 
cast rights to games. ; 

Jennings stressed that the decision to make the change 
from having Hindman report to the vice provost for student 
services had nothing to do with any dissatisfaction with 
how Hindman is handling his job. 

Jennings said the changes are temporary and he doesn't 
know how long they will be in effect. However tong, they 
could help focus more attention on the role of athletes as 
students. Somehow that has come to be overlooked. 
¥Fennings deserves credit for reminding us that the goal 
of a student athlete should be that of any student: a more 
Sparned individual for having studied in higher education 
ait graduated on to higher pursuits than a football fetd, 
basketball court or some other sports arena. 
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Celeste Wins National Acclaim On Russian Vodka Stand 


In yanking all Russian Vodka 
from State Liquor Store shelves 
last week, Gov. Dick Celeste, 
Democrat, won national acclaim 
and it was even suggested that his 
stand was far more substantial 
than President Ronald Reagan's. 

Celeste earned a wide range of 
favorable publicity in his dramatic 
retaliation to the Russians’ down- 
ing of a South Korean jet, killing 
269 passengers, including seven 
blacks from Michigan. 

As aresutt of his action, Celeste 
was interviewed on ABC's popular 
“Good Morning, America" TV pro- 
gram last Friday. But that wasn't 
all; for his action also drew favora- 
ble coniments on ABC's “This 
Week With David Brinkley.” 
George Will, a panelist on Brink- 
ley's program and a conservative 
syndicated*newspaper columnist, 
suggested that Celeste's move 
was more substantial than any- 
thing the Reagan administration 
had done in retaliation.

Will, in Newsweek magazine, 
wrote: “The State of Ohio, which 
has a better foreign policy than the 
United States, has removed Rus-

CLEVELAND xy 
Morrie Sayre is 
looking for money 
to pay a debt. So 
are Albert Ratner 
and Irving Fine. But 
it's not that kind of 
debt you normally 
associate with bus- 
iness activity and 
they need your help 
to pay it off 

The “debt” is an 
obligation-these 
businessleaders 
feel toward thou- 
sands of disadvan- 
taged Cleveland 
schoolchildren 
who face the com- 
ing winter in need of 
Proper shoes and 
warm clothing to 
make certain they 
attend school every 
day possible. 

Sayre's original 
awareness of the 
problem led him to 
found Shoes for 
Kids back in 1969 
under auspices of 
the. Central YMCA 
in downtown Cleve- 
land. That's where 
he first discovered to 
his dismay that “no 
shoes meant—no 
school for thou- 
sands of. youngs- 
ters from needy 
families.” 

Shoes for kids 
today is in its 15th 
year and has pro- 
vided over a quarter 
million pairs of 
shoes during the 
time. It's’ no hand- 
me-down opera- 
tion, either, Sayre 
points out 

“It's immportant 
that everything we 
give out is brand 
new. Second-hand 
just doesn't do." 

This year's goal, 
Sayre says, is to 
raise $100,000 in 
cash contributions 
with which he 
hopes to improve

HEAP is designed to pay 
only a portion of a household's 
heating costs during De- 
cember, January and Febru- 
ary. However, recipients qual- 
ify for HEAP benefits even if 
they receive other assistante 
from similar programs, such as 
Ohio Energy Credits.
